Admissio n o f the Germany s sy m­

Security M eet 
Begins Study 
In Geneva 


GENEVA (AP) -—The United States 
and its allies today began an attempt 
to punch new holes in the old Iron 
Curtain, joining the Soviet Union and 
the rest of Europe for resumption of 
the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation and Europe. 
The head of the Swiss delegation, 
Rudolf Bindschedler, told delegates 
that declarations and proclamations 
will not be enough unless precise ways 
of carrying them out can also be 
developed. 
“You must not forget justice,” he 
added in an address to the brief 
opening session. “There cannot be a 
durable peace that is not based on jus­ 
tice.” 
The Soviets will be seeking first of all 
an accord on the “inviolability of 
frontiers” to strengthen their position 
in Europe and the position of their East 
German allies. 
The first phase of the conference 
ended in Helsinki 
in July 
with 
agreement on general principles. The 
task of the second phase is to work out 
agreements translating those prin­ 
ciples into concrete terms, and the job 
is expected to take months. 
“This is the phase that will deter­ 
mine the success or failure of the 
conference,” said Andre Dominice, the 
Swiss executive secretary of the 
conference. 
George Vest is heading the U.S. 
delegation. A. G. Kovalev, a vice 
minister of foreign affairs, leads the 
Soviet group. 
Each of the 35 participating 
governments has a veto on all 
decisions, at least in theory and often 
in practice. Little Malta, for example, 
held up the preparatory work in 
Helsinki for days in an attempt to get a 
hearing for some of its friends on the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean. 
Most of the work will be done by 
more than a dozen committees and 
subcommittees meeting four or five at 
a time, at least until Oct. 1. Then the 
coordinating committee will meet to 
see whether the smaller countries, 
which have only a few delegates, can 
keep up the pace.

The 
alleged conspiracy was reported to 
hav e affected prices paid for 46 ,000 
tons of steel worth $8.5 million sold by 
the defendants in the Hou ston area. 
Those entering pleas were Au stin 
Steel Co., Inc., of Dallas and Roy al 
Alex ander, assistant v ice president in 
sales; Confederate Steel Corp. of 
Hou ston, Peden Indu stries, Inc., of 
Reno, Nev ., and Lewis Tu bb, assistant 
v ice president of the reinforcing steel 
div ision; and Whitlow Steel Co., Inc., 
of Hou ston and Iv an B. Nev ill Jr., v ice 
president of fabricated Hou ston sales. 
The nine firms named in the second 
indictment are charged with con­ 
spiracy and price fix ing on sales of 


abou t 175,000 tons of steel, or $30 
million worth, in Tex as. 
Firms named in the indictment are 
U.S. Steel Co., Armco Steel Corp., 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., Border Steel 
Rolling Mills, Inc., the Ceco Corp., 
l,aclede Steel Co., Schindler Brothers 
Steel, Stru ctu ral Metals Inc., and 
Tex as Steel Co.

CIA Revelations 


If someone other 
than 
Miles 
Copeland had written it, I wou ld not 
tak e it so seriou sly . Copeland 's 
cred entials, howev er, are impeccable, 
and I find his long article in the Sep­ 
tember 14 National Rev iew no less 
breathtak ing now than when, as an 
ed itor, I first read it in manu script. If 
y ou d o read the article y ou rself, ju st 
mak e su re y ou ’re sitting d own. 
Copeland has had long ex perience 
both in d iplomacy and with the CIA. He 
is the au thor of one of the best book s on 
the Mid d le East. His CIA connections 
rem ain 
ex cellent, 
and 
the 
aforementioned article is based on 
“calcu lated ind iscretions” from insid e 
the CIA. In other word s, for reasons of 
its own, the agency wanted these 
d isclosu res mad e. Here are some of 
them: 
1) Prior to Watergate, ex treme 
d istru st had d ev eloped between the 
CIA and the White Hou se, the agency 
becoming conv inced that high-lev el 
ind iv id u als in the White Hou se were 
d etermined to u se the CIA for partisan 
political pu rposes. 
i am told ,” writes Copeland , “that 
the press has u ncov ered only a fraction 
of the ‘req u ests’ mad e of the CIA 
chemists, which cou ld be slipped into 
the lemonad e of Democratic orators.” 
2) The Watergate break -in, in this 
contex t, was a d efensiv e blow stru ck 
by the CIA against an aggressiv e 
White Hou se. Copeland conclu d es that 
“with or withou t ex plicit instru ctions 
from someone in the agency , James 
McCord took E. Howard Hu nt and G. 
Gord on Lid d y into a trap. After all, the 
CIA specialists in operations of the 
plu mbers’ k ind had a lot to gain from 
pu tting the White Hou se clowns ou t of 
bu siness. The u ltimate conseq u ences 
were a high price to pay , bu t, after all, 
it wasn’t the agency that had to pay 
it.” Copeland notes, by the way , that it 
wou ld tak e a CIA ex pert lik e McCord 
ex actly one minu te to enter an office, 
install a bu g, and get ou t. McCord and 
the others horsed arou nd in the 
Watergate for an hou r. 
3) Fearing partisan ex ploitation, the 
CIA held back from the White Hou se 
information it was d ev eloping abou t 
the foreign ties of some d omestic 
rad icals. This, in tu rn, led the White 
Hou se to intensify its own amateu rish 
efforts. 
4) Bu t hold onto y ou r chair. “At the 
same time the agency ’s ‘theoretical’ 
reporting 
on 
the 
international 
relationships of the grou ps was 
shaping u p nicely —for ex ample, those 
reports that grew ou t of stu d ies of 
‘word patterns’ in Maoist training 
m anu als, speeches of New Left

lead ers, articles and ed itorials of 
w riters su spected of New 
Left 
associations, and so on, were begin­ 
ning to su ggest grou p-to-grou p and 
person-to-grou p 
connections. . . One 
conclu sion of a report resu lting from a 
word pattern stu d y was that a member 
of Senator McGov ern’s staff u sed 
word s and phrases in a way pecu liar to 


secret Sov iet manu als for gu id ance of 
propagand ists and that his talk and 
writing reflected a certain k nowled ge 
that cou ld only hav e come as the resu lt 
of intensiv e stu d y of those manu als.” 
Rather more interesting than the 
contents of Ellsberg’s psy chiatric file, 
I shou ld think . Copeland , by the way , is 
completing a book on the CIA.

NEW YORK (AP) - The most 
significant aspect of the controv ersy 
ov er whether to tax or not tax the 
American pu blic into lowering its 
spend ing is the d egree of fru stration 
and strain that is showing in economic 
policy . 
Ev en within the ad ministration, as 
in almost any organization that mu st 
concern itself with economic matters, 
there is a feeling of fu tility in d ealing 
effectiv ely with an economy that 
seems to be d riv en by a d emon. 
For this reason perhaps, Dr. Arthu r 
Bu rns apparently felt that little harm 
and mu ch good cou ld resu lt from 
prov ok ing d iscu ssion of a somewhat 
new tax — a tax that wou ld be retu rned 
d irectly to the tax pay er sometime 
later. 
That the d iscu ssions shou ld tu rn into 
an open conflict between Melv in I^aird , 
the Presid ent’s d omestic ad v iser, and 
George Shu ltz, Treasu ry chief, cou ld 
not be foreseen. Otherwise, Bu rns 
hard ly was u naware that controv ersy 
wou ld ensu e. 
It is not the first time Bu rns, 
chairman of the Fed eral Reserv e 
Board , has mad e this su ggestion. I^ast 
y ear he tossed ou t for d iscu ssion the 
id ea that those income tax pay ers 
sched u led to receiv e big refu nd s might 
be offered them in the form of bond s. 
This, he offered , wou ld encou rage 
people to sav e their wind fall rather 
than splu rging it on consu mer items 
that wou ld worsen inflation. When the 
economy cooled sometime later, he 
reasoned , they cou ld spend their 
money more ad v antageou sly . 
Also searching for new techniq u es 
where old ones hav e failed , the 
chairm an of the 
M anu factu rers 
Hanov er Tru st Co., Gabriel Hau ge, a 
form er Eisenhower ad m inistration 
economist, su ggested that gov ernment 
be the employ er of last resort. 
This concept also is not original, bu t 
coming from a bank er it is something 


of a su rprise, appearing at first glance 
to be the open ad v ocacy of what u sed to 
be 
d enou nced 
as 
d angerou sly 
socialistic. 
Hau ge’s argu ment is this: The 
gov ernment seek s to lower joblessness 
by spu rring the economy to greater 
activ ity . This tend s to inflate the 
economy . Once planted , inflation 
grows lik e ragweed , ru ining the lawn 
of free economy . 
It becomes, in his word s, a “high 
hazard to the health of ou r society ,” 
not only cau sing d istortions in mark ets 
and wages, bu t ev en infecting the 
mind s of lead ers, who attempt to hid e 
their ey es from the d esecration. 
It might be better, he said , if the 
gov ernment pu t these people d irectly 
onto the pay roll. If 5 00,000 u nsk illed or 
d isad v antaged work ers were so em­ 
ploy ed at $7,000 a y ear, he said , the 
cost wou ld be far more bearable than 
inflation.

Some people wou ld assu me that 
ru nning a hou sehold and caring for 
child ren wou ld be ex ercise enou gh. 
Yet there is an important need for 
specialized ex ercise to stimu late the 
blood circu lation and the tone of 
mu scles not u sed in ord inary chores. 
It is accepted that some form of 
regu lated ex ercise is of ex treme 
benefit, phy sically and emotionally , 
not only to hou sewiv es bu t to ev ery one 
who falls into a pattern of mu scu lar 
stagnation. 
There are many ex cellent home- 
stu d y program s av ailable.

leading adv o cates o f a plan to change 
to the sy stem o f measuring things in 
meters, liters and grams instead o f 
y ards, quarts and po unds. 
“ There will be so me things that 
wo n’t change,” she said. “ We’ll still 
run ho rse races in furlo ngs, and why 
no t? But peo ple may begin to fo rget 
what an inch is because I do n’t think 
that’s likely to stick aro und at all.” 
She said fo o tball fields will still be 
measured in y ards. The plan is to keep

measurement, she said. 
The changeo v er depends o n an act o f 
Co ngress, which the administratio n 
ex pects to get by the end o f this y ear. A 
highlev el bo ard wo uld be appo inted to 
wo rk o ut a detailed plan to make the 
change within the nex t decade. It will 
be v o luntary . 
The United States is the o nly in­ 
dustrial co untry no t using the metric 
sy stem. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A renewed 
scientific sto rm is brewing o v er the 
safety o f artificial sweeteners, certain 
to giv e pause to diet co nscio us Ameri­ 
cans who like to hav e their sweets and 
eat them to o . 


There is new research indicating 
that cy clamate — banned fo ur y ears 
ago as a cancer-causing agent in ani­ 
mals — was accused falsely . 


Saccharin, sho v ed into the v o id 
cy clamate left, stands accused o f 
causing cancer in labo rato ry animals. 
Already slightly restricted in use. it to o 
no w faces po ssible banishment fro m 
the natio n’s diet. 
But ho wev er the future o f the fo o d 
additiv es is reso lv ed in the nex t 
mo nths, the decisio ns pro bably will 
bring pro test fro m o ne o r ano ther o f 
the special interest gro ups inv o lv ed. 


Artificial 
sw eeteners 
are 
the 
mainstay o f an estimated $1 billio n 
annual fo o d additiv e industry . 


So me co nsumer adv o cates are 
co nv inced the sweeteners po se suf­ 
ficient threat to so ciety to warrant 
banishment, despite new research. 


The questio ns abo ut cy clamate and 
saccharin safety are similar to tho se 
raised 
in 
recent 
y ears 
abo ut 
mo no so dium glutam ate, a flav o r 
enhancer, and nitrite, a meat pre­ 
serv ativ e. They illustrate a nagging 
pro blem that co ntinues to co nfro nt 
scientists and federal regulato ry o f­ 
ficials: ho w safe is safe eno ugh? Many 
o f the safety tests fo r fo o d additiv es 
are po tentially inaccurate. All are 
difficult to repro duce ex actly fro m 
labo rato ry to labo rato ry . Mo st are 
subject to different interpretatio ns by 
ex perts. 


Pro ducing a respo nse to a fo o d 
additiv e in a test animal o ften requires 
a do se hundreds o r ev en tho usands o f 
times greater than no rmal human 
co nsumptio n. 


In a ty pical study , cy clamates made 
up 7 .5 per cent o f the entire diet giv en 
to rats. To co nsume that amo unt o f 
cy clamate, a human wo uld hav e to 
drink sev eral hundred bo ttles o f a so ft 
drink each day . 


Nev ertheless ... “ regulatio n o f the 
safety o f fo o d and drugs must depend 
upo n info rmed scientific judgement,”

Bill To Boost 


Jobless Pay 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Go v . 
J o hn J . Gilligan Mo nday signed into 
law a bill bo o sting unemplo y ment 
co mpensatio n benefits by 25 per cent 
and ex tending them to an additio nal 
750,000 Ohio wo rkers, including public 
emplo y es. 


The law, which beco mes effectiv e 
J an. 6 , will tie annual increases to 
Ohio ’s av erage weekly wage. They are 
currently set by the natio nal Co nsumer 
Price Index . 


Gilligan signed the bill passed by the 
mo st recent legislativ e sessio n at the 
Bricker E lectrical Wo rkers Mall 
befo re representativ es o f o rganized la­ 
bo r and state o fficials. 
Spo nso rs o f the bill were Sen. 
Ho ward C. Co o k, R-I To ledo , and Rep. 
I» o nard J . Camera, D-53 Lo rain. 
Gilligan said the law will make Ohio 
fo urth in the natio n in benefit pay ment 
lev els. It will be o ne o f the first laws to 
co v er public emplo y ees. 
Max imum weekly benefits, under 
the law, will jump fro m $91 to $114. 
Gilligan said when he to o k o ffice in 
1971 the max imum was $6 6 .

I*st May , FDA repo rted that a 
saccharin and cy clamate study co n­ 
ducted 
fo r 
them 
by 
a 
priv ate 
labo rato ry had fo und cancer in sac­ 
charin-fed 
anim als 
but 
no t 
in 
cy clamate-fed animals. 
But a saccharin study spo no sred by 
the Natio nal Cancer Institute fo und no 
saccharin-induced cancer in rats. NCI 
so urces said preliminary data also 
indicated 
no cancer caused by 
cy clamates. 
A massiv e study with rats at Ger­ 
many ’s Univ ersity o f Heidelberg fo und 
no 
cancer 
linked 
with 
either 
sweetener. 
Likewise, a hamster study at the 
Univ ersity o f Nebraska 
fo und no 
cancer 
attributable 
to 
cy clamate. 
Preliminary indicatio ns 
were 
that 
saccharin caused no ne. 
Industry so urces say o ther studies in 
J apan, Ho lland and Canada also hav e 
ex o nerated bo th chemicals. 
Such data fo rms the basis fo r a new 
fo o d additiv e petitio n that Abbo tt 
labo rato ries o f Chicago plans to file 
so o n with the FDA seeking permissio n 
to resume marketing cy clamate. A 
panel o f scientists co nv ened by the 
Natio nal Academy o f Sciences at the 
behest o f FDA is po ndering the sac­ 
charin ev idence and is ex pected to 
repo rt in the fall. 
So rting thro ugh the co nflicting 
studies will be difficult. 
The scientists must first determine if 
the animal tissues repo rted as can­ 
cero us 
really 
are 
cancero us. 
Patho lo gists o ften disagree abo ut what 
they see thro ugh their micro sco pes. 
A histo ric 1951 study o f saccahrin 
and cy clamate 
in rats co ncluded 
neither substance caused cancer. But 
when cy clamate was questio ned 18 
y ears later, FDA patho lo gists ex am­ 
ined rats’ o rgans which had been 
preserv ed and declared they co uld see 
cancers o v erlo o ked befo re. 
Senile rats, such as tho se still liv ing 
at the end o f a two -y ear fo o d additiv e 
feeding study , o ften dev elo p cancer 
regardless o f diet. Statisticians must 
determine if the frequency o f cancer is 
greater in animals fed the substance in 
questio n. 


Finally , the ex perts must determine 
what caused the animal cancers, o nce 
they agree cancers are present in 
unusually high numbers. Co uld it be 
impurities in the sweeteners? Or co uld 
the cause be small wo rms that liv e in 
ro dent bladders, po ssibly predispo sing 
the animals to cancer? 


Frequently , scientists also disagree 
abo ut the research techniques their 
co lleagues use 


Dr. Virgil Wo dicka, directo r o f 
FDA’s bureau o f fo o ds, admits he is 
alert to po ssible bais when study ing an 
adv iso ry repo rt o f a scientific study . 
The underly ing pro blem is a sho rtage 
o f ex perts in a giv en field, he said, 
“ It’s painfully easy to co unt the 


number o f peo ple who kno w any thing 
abo ut a particular pro blem we might 
be co ncerned with,” he said. It is in­ 
ev itable that peo ple who co nduct 
co ntro v ersial research and tho se who 
ev aulate it may be members o f a clo se- 
knit pro fessio nal family . 
Wo dieka dismisses the po ssibility 
that po litical co nsideratio ns hav e any 
bearing o n decisio ns abo ut fo o d ad­ 
ditiv e safety . But he co nfesses a keen 
awareness o f the ramificatio ns a 
particular decisio n might hav e o n the 
public and the market place. 
In the end, fo o d additiv e scientists 
and regulato ry o fficials must balance 
po tential risk o ften indicated by 
disputed tests against po ssible benefit 
to so ciety .

Israel’s sudden rise to 
dominance 
in 
diamonds 
sounds like an instant success 
story, but Moshe Schnitzer, 
president of the Diamond 
Exchange, says, “ We got 
here gradually, not over­ 
night.” 
Israelis polished diamonds 
for 25 years before the world 
began to take notice. The 
industry 
began 
humbly 
enough. Zvi Rosenberg, a 
Hungarian-born 
immigrant 
trained in Belgium, became 
manager and sole employe of 
the country’s first polishing 
factory. It was located in his 
cowshed in Petah Tikva, not 
far from Ramat Gan. 
The industry outgrew the 
barn, mushrooming into five 
small enterprises that em­ 
ployed 200 workers by 1940. 
The first break came when 
the 
traditional 
diamond 
centers in Belgium and 
Holland closed with the onset 
of World War II. The minor 
boom that resulted ended 
abruptly, however, when 
these centers returned to 
production and supplies of 
raw diamonds were withheld 
from Israel. In 1949, Israel 
exported $5 million worth of 
polished diamonds. 
Real progress didn’t begin 
until more than a decade 
later, 
masterminded 
by 
Schnitzer, a 
51-year-old, 
Rumanian-born 
immigrant. 
He started at the bottom in 
1942 polishing diamonds in a 
factory after graduating with 
a 
masters 
degree 
in 
philosophy and history from 
Hebrew University. 
Schnitzer attributes the 
industry’s success partially 
to Israeli aggressiveness. 
“ While the older, more 


conservative 
dealers 
in 
Belgium sat and waited for 
their customers, we went out 
and got ours,” he said in an 
interview. 
Youth, mechanization, the 
American dollar, and the 
exchange building itself are 
some of the other reasons 
Schnitzer cites as factors in 
the growth. 


The 
average 
Israeli 
diamond employe is 26 years 
old, and Schnitzer says his 
skill is unmatched in the 
world. 
Some 
of 
the 
delicate 
manual carving has been 
taken over by machines, 
h o w e v e r . 
I s r a e l 
revolutionized the standard 
hand-cutting procedures with 
an 
automatic 
diamond 
polishing machine in 1971 
invented by Prof. Yeshaya 
Yarnitsky at the Israel In­ 
stitute of Technology — 
Technion. 
So 
far 
other 
countries have failed to 
duplicate 
the 
machine. 
Schnitzer predicts the con­ 
tinuing research at Tecnion 
w ill 
produce 
more 
breakthroughs. 


What else is in store for the 
industry? Expansion. Space 
in the exchange is now at such 
a premium that an office 
rents for 100,000 dollars a 
year. 
So two more buildings are 
under construction — a small 
structure to cultivate 
the 
jewelry trade and a 28-story 
twin 
to 
the 
exchange 
scheduled to be completed in 
1975. Its 900 offices have 
already been sold. 
The complex will be a far 
cry from the cowshed where 
it all began.

Plans call for the unit to be 
Junta Works 
To Restore 
Peace 


SANTIAGO, Chile (A P) - The 
military junta relaxed the curfew for 
an extra hour in Santiago tonight, until 
8p.m., in honor of the 163rd anniversa­ 
ry of Chile’s independence but planned 
no official celebration in the tense, 
uncertain capital. 
The junta also canceled the annual 
Armed Forces Day parade Wednesday 
and said the day would not be a holiday 
as in years past. Pushing to get the 
economy back in gear after the 
disruption from strikes against 
President Salvador Allende’s socialist 
program, the junta urged all workers 
to return to their jobs Wednesday for 
the “ reconstruction” of the country. 
Absenteeism was reported high in 
some industries, with Allende’s sup­ 
porters staying off the job to protest 
the coup. But no sitdown strikes were 
reported. 
Stores were closed today for in­ 
dependence day after a shopping spree 
Monday. Many thousands flocked into 
the downtown area to buy food and 
clothes, cash checks and look at the 
damage from the four days of street 
fighting that followed Allende’s 
overthrow and death last Tuesday. 
The junta announced it was moving 
the government headquarters from the 
squat gray presidential palace, which 
was partly burned and otherwise badly 
damaged in the coup, to the new 22- 
story building some 20 blocks away

Released 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The En­ 
vironmental 
Protection 
Agency 
released today its 1974 Who’s Who of 
Gasoline Guzzlers, showing that the 
season’s new cars will get slightly 
fewer miles per gallon, on the average, 
than the 1973 models. 
With some new cars not yet tested, 
EPA reported an overall average of 
15.1 miles per gallon on the 376 vehicles 
checked, three-tenths of a mile less 
than the 1973 average. 
The averages ranged from 24.4 miles 
per gallon for 2,000-pound cars, to 15.3 
mpg at 3,000 pounds, and on down to a 
low of 8.3 mpg in the heavyweight 
5,500-pound class. 
The most economical car tested was 
a 2,000-pound Honda Civic at 29.1 miles 
per 
gallon, followed by Toyota’s 
Corolla-1 Coup e and Sedan at 27.1 and 
24.8. 
Rock-bottom among the EPA-tested 
cars was the 4,000-pound Ferrari-365 
GTB-4 with a 268-cubic-inch engine, 
flaring one gallon of gasoline to glide a 
mere 6.4 miles. 
Only a drop or two better was a 5,500- 
pound Oldsmobile Toronado with 
automatic transmission, whose 445- 
cubic-inch engine rolled it only 6.8 
miles on one gallon. 
EPA collects fuel-economy data 
while verifying antipollution per­ 
formance in a test that simulates 
urban driving.

“ I think it’s clear that the ancient 
partnership of doctor and nurse is not 
sufficient to meet modern needs. 
“ As many as 60,000 lives can be 
saved each year by currently available 
rescue-and-resuscitation techniques,” 
said Todd. “ Experts in coronary care 
have put the figure as high as 100,000 in 
heart attack victims alone.” 
He said the object of mobilized 
cardiopulmonary care “ is to win the 
numbers game with time.” 
A patient’s chance of survival is 
better than 9 out of 10 if administered 
within two minutes of an attack, he 
said, 50-50 in four minutes and after 12 
minutes, "Jim m y the Greek wouldn’t 
make book on it. Chances for continued 
life are one out of 10,000.”

BISMARCK. N.D. (AP) - The one- 
room school is slowly disappearing, 
but in North Dakota it is still an in­ 
tegral part of the public education 
system and promises to be around for 
many years. 
The North Dakota Department of 
Public Instruction says there are 36 
one-room schools in the state, serving 
375 pupils. 
“ They're gradually disappearing,” 
said Ron Stastney, director of 
elementary education for the depart­ 
ment. “ But not all of them will ever go 
out of existence, simply because of the 
geography.” 
Stastney says the one-room schools 
have a definite place in the state’s 
education system although they are 
not the ideal situation for every 
student. 
“ The rural schools offer acceptable 
education but cannot offer expansion 
programs,” he said. 
“ The school 
curriculum has expanded beyond rural 
capabilities to specialize.” 
But he said he feels that the smaller, 
closer-knit groups offer definite at­ 
tractions over the larger school 
systems. 
Support for the one-room education 
also 
comes 
from 
school 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
“ Service is as good as the teacher,” 
said Mrs. G. A. Hample, Burleigh 
County superintendent of schools. Bur­ 
leigh County has four one-room schools 
serving 40 students. 
Mrs. Hample said the small number 
of students is a point in favor of the tiny 
school houses. “ It’s alomost a one-to- 
one situation. The individualized at­ 
tention can help the child with specal 
problems.” 
But she said the lack of students 
makes competition difficult. 
“ The competition would be good for 
them, and there may not be enough 
other children to share ideas,” she 
said. 
On the average, teachers in the 
state’s one-room schools earn $2,200 
less each year than their counterparts

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has been asked to 
prohibit a school levy for vocational 
education on grounds that public funds 
for that purpose are unconstitutional. 
E. Dennis Barnes, a member of the 
Upper Sandusky Exempted Village 
School D istrict, filed the action 
Monday against Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown and members of the 
Crawford County Board of Elections. 
The suit seeks to block a 3.4 mill levy 
for acquisition and improvement of 
facilities in the Crawford-Upper 
Sandusky 
Joint Vocational School 
District. 
Barnes contends that a vocational 
school is generally for the purpose of 
preparing a student for employment 
and does not meet a constitutional 
mandate for “a system of common 
schools.” 
Citing an example of claims that 
vocational education reduces welfare 
roles, 
Barnes 
said 
vocational 
education “is welfare” and only means 
a person is placed on welfare at an 
earlier age. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Thomas Martin filed 
a brief in which he asked that the 
Supreme Court deny the petition. He 
said Barnes has the same kind of 
action pending in Wyandot County 
Common Pleas Court and as a result, 
has availed himself ‘‘of adequate 
remedy under the law.”

Bud Walch, an Oklahoma City gas 
station owner said 25 per cent of 
Oklahoma City gas stations have voted 
to shut down because they can’t make 
a profit. Those that have decided to 
remain open are charging up to 4 cents 
over the legal price, he said. 
The ceilings imposed Sept. 7 forced 
many stations to reduce prices by up to 
3 cents a gallon. 
In a separate action, a bipartisan 
group of 33 senators wrote council

John Dunlop that the 
rollbacks required of retailers while 
other sectors of the oil industry were 
allowed to raise prices are likely to 
force many small businessmen to close 
in a matter of weeks. 
The ceilings were defended

hearing four separate challenges to the 
regulations. 
He said ceiling prices are needed to 
counteract

inflationary 
psychology that was gripping the 
petroleum industry at every level” 
earlier this year. The government has 
said the ceilings were intended to roll 
back unjustified increases made 
during the spring and summer months. 
But Jerry S. Cohen, an attorney for 
one retailer group said the retail price 
of gasoline increased only about 7 per 
cent during the first six months of this 
year while wholesale prices rose 33 per 
cent. 
At the outset of the session, White 
revealed that the government has 
exempted nonpetroleum business, like 
repairs and tire and battery sales, 
from price controls for retailers with 
fewer than 60 employes. He said this 
would include most of the country’s 
165,000 gasoline stations. 
The court did not indicate when it 
would rule, but whatever the ruling 
gasoline prices seem certain to in­ 
crease, probably no later than early 
next month. 
If the court holds the ceilings unfair, 
it is likely station owners would at 
least be able to increase prices to 
where they were before Sept. 7. 


East, West Germany 
To Be U.N. Members 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - 
East and West Germany gain full 
membership today in the 
United 
Nations, the world organization 
created at the end of World War II by 
the conquerors of Nazi Germany. 
Entry of the two Germanys was the 
major item of business before the 
General Assembly on the opening day 
of its 28th annual session. A third 
country, the newly independent Ba­ 
hamas, also was up for admission, 
giving the United Nations a mem­ 
bership of 135 countries. 
The only announced opposition to the 


Germanys was Israel, and it was 
opposed to East Germany only 
because the Communist regime 
refuses to pay reparations for Nazi 
crimes against the Jews and is 
militantly pro-Arab. 
The United States and other allies of 
West Germany dropped their long­ 
standing opposition to East Germany 
as a result of the Big Four accord on 
Berlin and the normalization treaty 
between the two Germanys last year. 
Admission of the Germanys sym­ 
bolized the relaxation of tension in 
Europe in contrast to other areas of 


concern 
nowadays to 
the United 
Nations. 
As the assembly members gathered 
for their midafternoon opening, the 
Security Council went into its second 
day of meetings on the military coup in 
Chile. 
Opening the debate Monday, Cuban 
Ambassador Ricardo Alarcon Queseda 
accused President Nixon "and his 
collaborators” of instigating the over­ 
throw of Marxist President Salvador 
Allende.

If approved by 117,000 production 
workers at Chrysler, the agreement 
would end the nation s first major 
industrial strike of 1973. They walked 
out at midnight Friday when the old 
contract expired. 


"In industrial union terms, it cer­ 
tainly is a breakthrough and precedent 
setting,” UAW President 
leonard 
Woodcock said Monday in announcing 
terms of the pact with the nation’s No. 
3 auto maker. 
But his glowing statement was not 
echoed on the picket line outside a key 
Chrysler plant in Detroit. 
"They’re still telling us we have to 
work more than eight hours a day,” 
said John Henderson, a welder at the 
Mack Avenue plant. 
Under the agreement, an employe 
cannot be forced to work more than 
nine hours a day or more than six days 
a week. 
Other major provisions of the three- 
year pact included wage hikes of just 
over five per cent in the first year and 
three per cent in the second and third 
years; more inspections of plants in a 
bid to make them safer; and an extra 
paid holiday, the day after Thanksgiv­ 
ing. Chrysler production workers now 
average $5.12 an hour.

agreement also guarantees 
wage parity between Chrysler’s U.S.

I he commission refused to name the 
companies or unions because of a 
federal law barring such disclosure 
until lawsuits are filed. However, all 
four corporations confirmed they are 
targets of the probe. 
Commission Chairman William H. 
Brown III said the agency would at­ 
tempt to negotiate voluntary set­ 
tlements with those cited. "If set­ 
tlement cannot be reached, however, 
the commission will consider taking 
the cases to court,” he said. 
General Motors, Ford and General 
Electric issued statements denying the 
charges, which include allegations of 
job discrimination on the basis of race, 
color, creed, sex and national origin. 
ITiey relate to such areas as wages, 
benefits, union representation, layoffs, 
promotion and seniority. 
Sears Roebuck had no comment. 
The unions involved include the 
United Auto Workers, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers and others in the auto and 
electrical industries.

Gilligan, in a letter to legislative 
leaders, said he wanted the General 
Assembly to come up with the cam­ 
paign financing legislation, plus other 


election reform measures by Nov. I, in 
order to make it effective for the 1974 
elections. 
"I don’t even know if it is legal," said 
Calabrese, admittedly still irked with 
the governor for not letting him know 
about the special session until five 
minutes before Gilligan announced his 
plans. 
Gilligan asked that both houses 
name committees to begin immediate 
hearings on what he wants, but the 
commission agreed that was im­ 
possible, because no bills are pending, 
and joint committees can’t be formally 
named until Oct. 22, when the session 
begins.

GENEVA (AP) - The United States 
and its allies today began an attempt 
to punch new holes in the old Iron 
Curtain, joining the Soviet Union and 
the rest of Europe for resumption of 
the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation and Europe. 
The head of the Swiss delegation, 
Rudolf Bindschedler, told delegates 
that declarations and proclamations 
will not be enough unless precise ways 
of carrying them out can also be 
developed. 
“You must not forget justice,” he 
added in an address to the brief 
opening session. “There cannot be a 
durable peace that is not based on jus­ 
tice.” 
The Soviets will be seeking first of all 
an accord on the “inviolability of 
frontiers” to strengthen their position 
in Europe and the position of their East 
German allies.

agreement on general principles. The 
task of the second phase is to work out 
agreements translating those prin­ 
ciples into concrete terms, and the job 
is expected to take months.

No Contest Pleas Entered 
By Steel Firms In Texas 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Four steel 
companies indicted here Aug. 20 on 
price fixing charges pleaded no contest 
Monday. Three executives of the 
companies also entered no contest 
pleas. 
U.S. District Court Judge James 
Noel set no dates for sentencing. The 
individuals face up to a year in prison 
and they and the firms also could be 
assessed up to $50,000 in fines. 
Nine other steel companies and 
executives were named in a similar 
indictment returned at the same time. 
Their arraignment is set for Oct. ll. 
The four companies and three men 
were alleged to have conspired to 
restrain trade in reinforcing steel. The 
alleged conspiracy was reported to 
have affected prices paid for 46,000 
tons of steel worth $8.5 million sold by 
the defendants in the Houston area. 
Those entering pleas were Austin 
Steel Co., Inc., of Dallas and Royal 
Alexander, assistant vice president in 
sales; Confederate Steel Corp. of 
Houston, Peden Industries, Inc., of 
Reno, Nev., and Lewis Tubb, assistant 
vice president of the reinforcing steel 
division; and Whitlow Steel Co., Inc., 
of Houston and Ivan B. Nevill Jr., vice 
president of fabricated Houston sales. 
The nine firms named in the second 
indictment are charged with con­ 
spiracy and price fixing on sales of 


about 175,000 tons of steel, or $30 
million worth, in Texas.

account. 
Pocket change would still be 
required.

A problem with this 
system is that few people are 
ready to buy it, least of all the 
individual whose money would 
feed the computer grapevine. 
Reluctance of the average 
person to give that much power 
to computers has brought at 
least one expert in the field of 
computer funds transfer to the 
point he is willing to admit "it 


is not at all certain we’ll ever

society." 
That isn’t proof the basic 
concept is dead. Something will 
have to be done to control the 


huge amount of paperwork 
involved in the current system 
of checks, statem ents and 
credit receipts.

If 
you do read the article yourself, just 
make sure you’re sitting down. 
Copeland has had long experience 
both in diplomacy and with the CIA. He 
is the author of one of the best books on 
the Middle East. His CIA connections 
remain 
excellent, 
and 
the 
aforementioned article is based on 
“calculated indiscretions” from inside 
the CIA. In other words, for reasons of 
its own, the agency wanted these 
disclosures made. Here are some of 
them: 
1) Prior to Watergate, extreme 
distrust had developed between the 
CIA and the White House, the agency 
becoming convinced that high-level 
individuals in the White House were 
determined to use the CIA for partisan 
political purposes. 
“I am told,” writes Copeland, “that 
the press has uncovered only a fraction 
of the ‘requests’ made of the CIA 
chemists, which could be slipped into 
the lemonade of Democratic orators.” 
2) The Watergate break-in, in this 
context, was a defensive blow struck 
by the CIA against an aggressive 
White House. Copeland concludes that 
‘"with or without explicit instructions 
from someone in the agency, James 
McCord took E. Howard Hunt and G. 
Gordon Liddy into a trap. After all, the 
CIA specialists in operations of the 
plumbers’ kind had a lot to gain from 
putting the White House clowns out of 
business. The ultimate consequences 
were a high price to pay, but, after all, 
it wasn’t the agency that had to pay 
it.” Copeland notes, by the way, that it 
would take a CIA expert like McCord 
exactly one minute to enter an office, 
install a bug, and get out. McCord and 
the others horsed around in the 
Watergate for an hour. 
3) Fearing partisan exploitation, the 
CIA held back from the White House 
information it was developing about 
the foreign ties of some domestic 
radicals. This, in turn, led the White 
House to intensify its own amateurish 
efforts. 
4) But hold onto your chair. “At the 
same time the agency’s ‘theoretical’ 
reporting 
on 
the 
international 
relationships of the groups was 
shaping up nicely—for example, those 
reports that grew out of studies of 
‘word patterns’ in Maoist training 
manuals, speeches of New Left

leaders, articles and editorials of 
writers suspected of New 
Left 
associations, and so on, were begin­ 
ning to suggest group-to-group and 
person-to-group 
connections. . . One 
conclusion of a report resulting from a 
word pattern study was that a member 
of Senator McGovern’s staff used 
words and phrases in a way peculiar to 


secret Soviet manuals for guidance of 
propagandists and that his talk and 
writing reflected a certain knowledge 
that could only have come as the result 
of intensive study of those manuals.” 
Rather more interesting than the 
contents of Ellsberg’s psychiatric file, 
I should think. Copeland, by the way, is 
completing a book on the CIA.

NEW YORK (AP) - The most 
significant aspect of the controversy 
over whether to tax or not tax the 
American public into lowering its 
spending is the degree of frustration 
and strain that is showing in economic 
policy. 
Even within the administration, as 
in almost any organization that must 
concern itself with economic matters, 
there is a feeling of futility in dealing 
effectively with an economy that 
seems to be driven by a demon. 
For this reason perhaps, Dr. Arthur 
Burns apparently felt that little harm 
and much good could result from 
provoking discussion of a somewhat 
new tax — a tax that would be returned 
directly to the tax payer sometime 
later. 
That the discussions should turn into 
an open conflict between Melvin I^aird, 
the President’s domestic adviser, and 
George Shultz, Treasury chief, could 
not be foreseen. Otherwise, Bums 
hardly was unaware that controversy 
would ensue. 
It is not the first time Bums, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, has made this suggestion. Last 
year he tossed out for discussion the 
idea that those income tax payers 
scheduled to receive big refunds might 
be offered them in the form of bonds. 
This, he offered, would encourage 
people to save their windfall rather 
than splurging it on consumer items 
that would worsen inflation. When the 
economy cooled sometime later, he 
reasoned, they could spend their 
money more advantageously. 
Also searching for new techniques 
where old ones have failed, the 
chairman of the Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust Co., Gabriel Hauge, a 
former Eisenhower administration 
economist, suggested that government 
be the employer of last resort. 
This concept also is not original, but 
coming from a banker it is something 


of a surprise, appearing at first glance 
to be the open advocacy of what used to 
be 
denounced 
as 
dangerously 
socialistic. 
Hauge’s argument is this: The 
government seeks to lower joblessness 
by spurring the economy to greater 
activity. This tends to inflate the 
economy. Once planted, inflation 
grows like ragweed, mining the lawn 
of free economy. 
It becomes, in his words, a “high 
hazard to the health of our society,” 
not only causing distortions in markets 
and wages, but even infecting the 
minds of leaders, who attempt to hide 
their eyes from the desecration. 
It might be better, he said, if the 
government put these people directly 
onto the payroll. If 500,000 unskilled or 
disadvantaged workers were so em­ 
ployed at $7,000 a year, he said, the 
cost would be far more bearable than 
inflation. 
Moynihan Nixes 
Kissinger Offer 
NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Am- 
bassador Daniel P. Moynihan has 
rejected an offer to become a top 
assistant to Secretary of State- 
designate Henry A. Kissinger, sources 
at the U.S. Embassy said Sunday. 
Moynihan, now in Washington 
conferring with Kissinger, prefers to 
stay in India to work for improved 
relations between New Delhi and 
Washington, the sources said. 
One source said Mrs. Moynihan 
received a telegram from her husband 
telling her to disregard reports that he 
might take the State Department job.

Most of my day is filled with taking 
care of the house and the children. 
I feel the need for some disciplined 
exercise, but there are no programs in 
the small town in which I live. 
Do you know of any home-study 
course in exercise that would be 
beneficial to a busy mother? 
Mrs. J.G.,Ind. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
Some people would assume that 
running a household and caring for 
children would be exercise enough. 
Yet there is an important need for 
specialized exercise to stimulate the 
blood circulation and the tone of 
muscles not used in ordinary chores. 
It is accepted that some form of 
regulated exercise is of extreme 
benefit, physically and emotionally, 
not only to housewives but to everyone 
who falls into a pattern of muscular 
stagnation. 
There are many excellent home- 
study programs available. Very 
recenUy I was particularly impressed 
by an exercise program that has 
structural validity coupled with a 
method that relieves the boredom of 
many other exercise routines.

G ulf Says Turnpike 
Fuel M ay Be Rationed 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )—A Gulf 
Oil Corp. official has told the Ohio 
Turnpike Commission the company 
may ration motor fuel sales on the 
turnpike. 
But Allan V. Johnson, executive 
director of the turnpike commission, 
responded immediately Monday that 
Gulf can’t “ arbitrarily” limit sales to 
motorists under its contract for 
stations at turnpike plazas and 
threatened to go to court if necessary if 


But the American people will find 
the transition to the new system much 
easier than they think, she said.

meters, liters and grams instead of 
yards, quarts and pounds. 
“There will be some things that 
won’t change,” she said. ‘We’ll still 
run horse races in furlongs, and why 
not? But people may begin to forget 
what an inch is because I don’t think 
that’s likely to stick around at all.” 
She said football fields will still be 
measured in yards. The plan is to keep 
some of the 
present 
units of 
measurement, she said. 
The changeover depends on an act of 
Congress, which the administration 
expects to get by the end of this year. A 
highlevel board would be appointed to 
work out a detailed plan to make the 
change within the next decade. It will 
be voluntary. 
The United States is the only in­ 
dustrial country not using the metric 
system. 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A renewed 
scientific storm is brewing over the 
safety of artificial sweeteners, certain 
to give pause to diet conscious Ameri­ 
cans who like to have their sweets and 
eat them too. 


There is new research indicating 
that cyclamate — banned four years 
ago as a cancer-causing agent in ani­ 
mals — was accused falsely. 


Saccharin, shoved into the void 
cyclamate left, stands accused of 
causing cancer in laboratory animals. 
Already slightly restricted in use, it too 
now faces possible banishment from 
the nation's diet. 
But however the future of the food 
additives is resolved in the next 
months, the decisions probably will 
bring protest from one or another of 
the special interest groups involved. 


A rtificial 
sweeteners 
are 
the 
mainstay of an estimated $1 billion 
annual food additive industry. 


Some consumer advocates are 
convinced the sweeteners pose suf­ 
ficient threat to society to warrant 
banishment, despite new research. 


The questions about cyclamate and 
saccharin safety are similar to those 
raised 
in 
recent 
years 
about 
monosodium glutamate, a flavor 
enhancer, and nitrite, a meat pre­ 
servative. They illustrate a nagging 
problem that continues to confront 
scientists and federal regulatory of­ 
ficials: how safe is safe enough? Many 
of the safety tests for food additives 
are potentially inaccurate. All are 
difficult to reproduce exactly from 
laboratory to laboratory. Most are 
subject to different interpretations by 
experts. 


Producing a response to a food 
additive in a test animal often requires 
a dose hundreds or even thousands of 
times greater than normal human 
consumption. 


In a typical study, cyclamates made 
up 7.5 per cent of the entire diet given 
to rats. To consume that amount of 
cyclamate, a human would have to 
drink several hundred bottles of a soft 
drink each day.

Bill To Boost 
Jobless Pay 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan Monday signed into 
law a bill boosting unemployment 
compensation benefits by 25 per cent 
and extending them to an additional 
750,000 Ohio workers, including public 
employes. 


The law, which becomes effective 
Jan. 6, will tie annual increases to 
Ohio’s average weekly wage. They are 
currently set by the national Consumer 
Price Index. 


Gilligan signed the bill passed by the 
most recent legislative session at the 
Bricker Electrical Workers Mall 
before representatives of organized la­ 
bor and state officials. 
Sponsors of the bill were Sen. 
Howard C. Cook, R-I Toledo, and Rep. 
I>eonard J. Camera, D-53 I>orain. 
Gilligan said the law will make Ohio 
fourth in the nation in benefit payment 
levels. It will be one of the first laws to 
cover public employees. 
Maximum weekly benefits, under 
the law, will jump from $91 to $114. 
Gilligan said when he took office in 
1971 the maximum was $66.

This so-called subjective evaluation 
of experimental data troubles scien­ 
tists who have been schooled in the 
rigorous objectivity of the scientific 
method. It will trouble them more as 
they attempt to sort out the results 
from 
several 
major 
artificial 
sweetener studies both in the United 
States and Europe and Japan. 
The Wisconsin Alumni Research 
Foundation last year found bladder 
and uterine cancer in rates receiving 5 
per cent saccharin in their diets. 
I^ast May, FDA reported that a 
saccharin and cyclamate study con­ 
ducted 
for 
them 
by

private 
laboratory had found cancer in sac­ 
charin-fed 
animals 
but 
not 
in 
cyclamate-fed animals. 
But a saccharin study sponosred by 
the National Cancer Institute found no 
saccharin-induced cancer in rats. NCI 
sources said preliminary data also 
indicated no cancer caused by 
cyclamates 
A massive study with rats at CJer- 
many’s University of Heidelberg found 
no 
cancer 
linked 
with 
either 
sweetener 
likewise, a hamster study at the 
University of Nebraska found no 
cancer attributable to cyclamate. 
Preliminary indications were that 
saccharin caused none. 
Industry sources say other studies rn 
Japan. Holland and Canada also have 
exonerated both chemicals 
Such data forms the basis for a new 
food additive petition that Abbott 
laboratories of Chicago plans to file 
soon with the FDA seeking permission 
to resume marketing cyclamate. A 
panel of scientists convened by the 
National Academy of Sciences at the 
behest of FDA is pondering the sac­ 
charin evidence and is expected to 
report in the fall. 
Sorting through the conflicting 
studies will be difficult. 
The scientists must first determine if 
the animal tissues reported as can­ 
cerous 
really 
are 
cancerous. 
Pathologists often disagree about what 
they see through their microscopes. 
A historic 1951 study of saccahrm 
and cyclamate in rats concluded 
neither substance caused cancer. But 
when cyclamate was questioned 18 
years later, FDA pathologists exam­ 
ined rats’ organs which had been 
preserved and declared they could see 
cancers overlooked before. 
Senile rats, such as those still living 
at the end of a two-year food additive 
feeding study, often develop cancer 
regardless of diet. Statisticians must 
determine if the frequency of cancer is 
greater in animals fed the substance in 
question. 


Finally, the experts must determine 
what caused the animal cancers, once 
they agree cancers are present in 
unusually high numbers. Could it be 
impurities in the sweeteners? Or could 
the cause be small worms that live in 
rodent bladders, possibly predisposing 
the animals to cancer? 


Frequently, scientists also disagree 
about the research techniques their 
colleagues use. 


Dr. Virgil Wodicka, director of 
FDA’s bureau of foods, admits he is 
alert to possible bais when studying an 
advisory report of a scientific study. 
The underlying problem is a .shortage 
of experts in a given field, he said. 
“ It’s painfully easy to count the 


number of people who know anything 
about a particular problem we might 
be concerned with,” he said. It is in­ 
evitable that people who conduct 
controversial research and those who 
evaulate it may be members of a close- 
knit professional family. 
Wodicka dismisses the possibility 
that political considerations have any 
bearing on decisions about food ad­ 
ditive safety. But he confesses a keen 
awareness of the ramifications a 
particular decision might have on the 
public and the market place. 
In the end, food additive scientists 
and regulatory officials must balance 
potential risk often indicated by 
disputed tests against possible benefit 
to society.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hearings on 
winter fuel needs get under way this 
week, in the wake of a congressional 
staff report calling for mandatory al­ 
location of heating fuel. 
The Senate subcommittee on con­ 
sumer econom ics will open the 
hearings Tuesday. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. D-Minn., 
released the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee staff report Sunday predicting 
problems that could extend from local 
fuel shortages to disastrous conditions, 
depending on the severity of the 
weather. 
The study said that if the winter is 
mild there will be localized shortages, 
while moderately cold weather could 
result in disastrous shortages in cer­ 
tain areas unless there is a mandatory 
allocation program. 
And. it said, a severe winter coupled 
with reduced 
imports of oil 
and 
possible refinery breakdowns could 
result in a national fuel shortage and 
“an economic crisis for the United 
States unparalleled since the Great 
Depression.” 
Adm inistration spokesmen have 
been less gloomy in their predictions, 
however. 
John A. Love, President Nixon’s top 
energy adviser, told Congress last 
week that, “with normal weather, a 
reasonable level of refinery output, 
and imports somewhat above last 
year’s level, we will have no major 
problems, but possibly some localized, 
temporary shortages.” 
The administration has the authority 
to impose mandatory allocation, but 
has resisted such proposals from 
Congress.

“If you go to a medical textbook and 
look up the symptoms of cholera, he 
had a classic case," the victim’s 
doctor said. 
Since he contracted the disease, the 
victim’s family and other persons have 
been tested, but all tests have been 
negative. 
“We very confidently do not expect 
another case of cholera.” said Clayton 
Toalson. Calhoun County’s sanitarian 


The victim said he had been told that 
his stomach operations had left him 
with less of the stomach acidity needed 
to fight colera than a normal person 
has. 
“This probably explains why he got 
it and no one else did,” said Dr. Jack 
Weissman, an epidemiologist for the 
Center for Disease Control at Atlanta, 
Ga., who was sent here after cholera 
was confirmed. 
Weissman suggested 
that the 
cholera organism that found its way 
into the victim was brought here by a 
foreign traveler. 
“I know one thing.” the cholera 
victim said. “It is an experience I hope 
no living human being has to go 
through again.” 
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Wheat, Corn Production To Rise 


WASHINGTON

The 
Agriculture Department says wheat 
production next year might be 1.9 
billion bushels and corn could top 6.3 
billion as farmers expand acreages to 
take advantage of what experts see as 
a thriving demand for both grains. 
If the predictions are realized — and 
USDA officials say it is a big if — 
wheat output in 1974 would be 9 per 
cent larger than this year’s record 
harvest, and corn up IO per cent. 
The crop figures were released 
Monday as “ projections” of what 
department experts see ahead for 
farmers next year. Big factors in the 
projections included the adjustment of 
federal crop programs to allow full 


planting in 1974; continued strong 
exports; encouragement to farmers by 
currently favorable prices; and past 
production history. 
Soybean production could decline 4 
per cent in 1974, according to the 
analysts. Reason: many farmers will 
turn more to corn and cotton in key 
areas, leaving less land available for 
beans. 
The 1974 soybean crop, however, still 
could total about 1.54 billion bushels, 
down about 60 million from current

him paralyzed and listless. 
Aldrin, in a telephone interview, said 
he “ benefitted tremendously” from 
making man’s first landing on the 
moon, but “ the change of life following 
the flight” 
brought on a 
severe 
depression which haunts him yet. 
The astronaut, now retired from 
both the space corps and the Air Force, 
said he was unable to cope with the 
sudden loss from his life of some major 
goal or objective. 
Aldrin said he sank into a mental 
depression 
that 
threatened 
his 
marriage, crippled his military career 
and required hospitalization. 
With psychiatric help and a con­ 
tinuing regimen of drugs, Aldrin said 
he now is recovering. 
Aldrin, now a private citizen living 
near Iios Angeles, described his ex­ 
periences in a recently released book, 
“ Return to Earth.” 
He said the book, an intimately 
revealing chronicle of his life from 
boyhood, to the moon, mental illness 
and back to health, was written in hope 
that people would better understand 
that even heroes of the space age can 
suffer from ailments of the mind.

Isra e l’s sudden rise to 
dominance 
in 
diamonds 
sounds like an instant success 
story, but Moshe Schnitzer, 
president of the Diamond 
Exchange, says, 
“We got 
here 
gradually, 
not 
over­ 
night.” 
Israelis polished diamonds 
for 25 years before the world 
began to take notice. The 
industry 
began 
humbly 
enough. Zvi Rosenberg, a 
Hungarian-born 
immigrant 
trained in Belgium, became 
manager and sole employe of 
the country’s first polishing 
factory. It was located in his 
cowshed in Petah Tikva, not 
far from Ramat Gan. 
The industry outgrew the 
barn, mushrooming into five 
small enterprises that em­ 
ployed 200 workers by 1940. 
The first break came when 
the 
traditional 
diamond 
centers 
in 
Belgium 
and 
Holland closed with the onset 
of World War II. The minor 
boom that resulted ended 
abruptly, however, when 
these centers returned to 
production and supplies of 
raw diamonds were withheld 
from Israel. In 1949, Israel 
exported $5 million worth of 
polished diamonds. 
Real progress didn’t begin 
until more than a decade 
later, 
masterminded 
by 
Schnitzer, 
a 
51-year-old, 
Rumanian-born 
immigrant. 
He started at the bottom in 
1942 polishing diamonds in a 
factory after graduating with 
a 
m asters 
degree 
in 
philosophy and history from 
Hebrew University. 
Schnitzer attributes the 
industry’s success partially 
to Israeli aggressiveness. 
“While 
the older, more 


conservative 
dealers 
in 
Belgium sat and waited for 
their customers, we went out 
and got ours,” he said in an 
interview. 
Youth, mechanization, the 
American dollar, and the 
exchange building itself are 
some of the other reasons 
Schnitzer cites as factors in 
the growth. 


The 
average 
Israeli 
diamond employe is 26 years 
old, and Schnitzer says his 
skill is unmatched in the 
world. 
Some 
of 
the 
delicate 
manual 
carving has been 
taken over by machines, 
h o w e v e r . 
I s r a e l 
revolutionized the standard 
hand-cutting procedures with 
an 
autom atic 
diamond 
polishing 
machine in 1971 
invented by Prof. Yeshaya 
Yarnitsky at the Israel In­ 
stitute 
of Technology — 
Technion. 
So 
far 
other 
countries have failed to 
duplicate 
the 
machine. 
Schnitzer predicts the con­ 
tinuing research at Tecnion 
will 
produce 
more 
breakthroughs. 


What else is in store for the 
industry? Expansion. Space 
in the exchange is now at such 
a premium that an office 
rents for 100,000 dollars a 
year. 
So two more buildings are 
under construction — a small 
structure 
to cultivate 
the 
jewelry trade and a 28-story 
twin 
to 
the 
exchange 
scheduled to be completed in 
1975. Its 900 offices have 
already been sold. 
The complex will be a far 
cry from the cowshed where 
it all began.

Cincinnati Starts 
Paramedic Unit 


CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P )- 
The 
president-elect of the American 
Medical Association on Monday night 
welcomed Cincinnati to the growing 
list of communities fielding paramedic 
units that he estimated could save 
100,000 lives a year. 
Dr. Malcolm C. Todd, of I/>ng

The firemen will complete their 
course in on-the-scene heart treatment 
in December and the unit, called 
“Squad 52”, will be in operation by 
Jan. I. Plans call for the unit to be 
Junta Works 
To Restore 
Peace 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - The 
military junta relaxed the curfew for 
an extra hour in Santiago tonight, until 
8 p.m., in honor of the 163rd anniversa­ 
ry of Chile’s independence but planned 
no official celebration in the tense, 
uncertain capital. 
The junta also canceled the annual 
Armed Forces Day parade Wednesday 
and said the day would not be a holiday 
as in years past. Pushing to get the 
economy back in gear after the 
disruption from strikes against 
President Salvador Allende’s socialist 
program, the junta urged all workers 
to return to their jobs Wednesday for 
the “reconstruction” of the country. 
Absenteeism was reported high in 
some industries, with Allende’s sup­ 
porters staying off the job to protest 
the coup. But no sitdown strikes were 
reported. 
Stores were closed today for in­ 
dependence day after a shopping spree 
Monday. Many thousands flocked into 
the downtown area to buy food and 
clothes, cash checks and look at the 
damage from the four days of street 
fighting that followed Allende’s 
overthrow and death last Tuesday. 
The junta announced it was moving 
the government headquarters from the 
squat gray presidential palace, which 
was partly burned and otherwise badly 
damaged in the coup, to the new 22- 
story building some 20 blocks away 
that was put up for the U.N. Con­ 
ference on Trade and Development in 
1972.

released today its 1974 Who’s Who of 
Gasoline Guzzlers, showing that the 
season’s new cars will get slightly 
fewer miles per gallon, on the average, 
than the 1973 models. 
With some new cars not yet tested, 
EPA reported an overall average of 
15.1 miles per gallon on the 376 vehicles 
checked, three-tenths of a mile less 
than the 1973 average. 
The averages ranged from 24.4 miles 
per gallon for 2,000-pound cars, to 15.3 
mpg at 3,000 pounds, and on down to a 
low of 8.3 mpg in the heavyweight 
5,500-pound class. 
The most economical car tested was 
a 2,000-pound Honda Civic at 29.1 miles 
per 
gallon, 
followed by 
Toyota’s 
Corolla-1 Coup e and Sedan at 27.1 and 
24.8. 
Rock-bottom among the EPA-tested 
cars was the 4,000-pound Ferrari-365 
GTB-4 with a 266-cubic-inch engine, 
flaring one gallon of gasoline to glide a 
mere 6.4 miles. 
Only a drop or two better was a 5,500- 
pound Oldsmobile Toronado with 
automatic transmission, whose 445- 
cubic-inch engine rolled it only 6.8 
miles on one gallon. 
EPA collects fuel-economy data 
while verifying antipollution per­ 
formance in a test that simulates 
urban driving.

A patient’s chance of survival is 
better than 9 out of IO if administered 
within two minutes of an attack, he 
said, 50-50 in four minutes and after 12 
minutes, “Jimmy the Greek wouldn’t 
make book on it. Chances for continued 
life are one out of 10,000.”

BISMARCK, N.D. (AP) - The one- 
room school is slowly disappearing, 
but in North Dakota it is still an in­ 
tegral part of the public education 
system and promises to be around for 
many years. 
The North Dakota Department of 
Public Instruction says there are 36 
one-room schools in the state, serving 
375 pupils. 
“They’re gradually disappearing,” 
said Ron Stastney. director of 
elementary education for the depart­ 
ment. “But not all of them will ever go 
out of existence, simply because of the 
geography.” 
Stastney says the one-room schools 
have a definite place in the state’s 
education system although they are 
not the ideal situation for every 
student. 
“The rural schools offer acceptable 
education but cannot offer expansion 
programs,” he said. 
“The school 
curriculum has expanded beyond rural 
capabilities to specialize.” 
But he said he feels that the smaller, 
closer-knit groups offer definite at­ 
tractions over the larger school 
systems. 
Support for the one-room education 
also 
comes 
from 
school 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
“Service is as good as the teacher,” 
said Mrs. G. A. Hample, Burleigh 
County superintendent of schools. Bur­ 
leigh County has four one-room schools 
serving 40 students. 
Mrs. Hample said the small number 
of students is a point in favor of the tiny 
school houses. “It’s alomost a one-to- 
one situation. The individualized at­ 
tention can help the child with specal 
problems.” 
But she said the lack of students 
makes competition difficult. 
“The competition would be good for 
them, and there may not be enough 
other children to share ideas,” she 
said. 
On the average, teachers in the 
state’s one-room schools earn $2,200
